LONDON (AP) - The num- 


ber of Roman Catholic priests 
leaving the ministry is posing a 
pastoral problem for bishops 
and religious superiors, says a 
confidential report circulated to 
Church leaders all over the 
world. 


The report, from an interna- 


tional Church research center in 
Western Europe, says the atti- 
tude of the Catholic community 
is far from unanimous in the 
way it handles the issue. 


"According to region, it can 


still today vary from unqualified 
condemnation to acquiescence, 
passing through all the stages of 
understanding," the report said. 
"The subject is still, in the ma- 
jority of countries, one of those 
not discussed except by hints on 
the level of the hierarchies. The 
result Is that the most fantastic 
i n f o r m a t i o n is circulating 
among ecclesiastics and lay- 
men, all tending, in our exp«ri- 
ence, in the direction of a grave 
exaggeration of the number of 
leavers."

unanimously by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, was 
called irrelevant by President 
Nixon during his weekend news 
conference. 


Nevertheless, Mansfield said, 


"I hope to get it to the floor in a 
reasonable length of time before 
the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks are resumed" April 16, 
He acknowledged there will be 
opposition. 


The committee Friday adopt- 


ed, on a 10-0 vote, a resolution 
to have the Senate express its 
support for a U.S.-Soviet mora- 
torium on deployment of both 
offensive and defensive strate- 
gic weapons systems. 


The resolution is a broadened 


version of a measure that origi- 
nally advocated a mutual freeze 
on a new offensive weapon, 
MIRV— the multiple independ- 
ently-targeted re-entry vehicle— 
with which the nuclear war- 
heads on one missile could be 
aimed at several different tar- 
gets. 


As it stands now, the resolu- 


tion also would cover antiballis- 
tic missile systems. 


The resolution would have no 


force; it would simply express 
the view of the Senate. 


Nixon said Saturday the arms

Sometimes reported 
wages are not uncovered until 
the worker claims social secu- 
rity or dies, and employers of- 
ten face a big delinquent tax bill. 


QUESTION! I just broke my leg;

work about five months. Can I 
receive disability insurance pay- 
ments? 


ANSWER! Probably not. To re- 


ceive disability Insurance pay- 
ments you must have a physical 
or mental impairment which will 
prevent you from doing any sub- 
stantial gainful work for at least 
12 full months.

Corporation of Wilmington, 


Mass., for two computerized au- 
tomatic typesetting machines, 
one to be delivered in 30 days 
and the other in 45. 


They will replace the two pairs 


of typewriter-like Just-0-Writ- 
ers which have been composing 
The Star's pages since retire- 
ment of the old hot-metal Lino- 
type system in June 1966. 


The 
present Just-O-Writers 


are "strike-on" machines, mak- 
ing the same kind of imprint that 
a typewriter does; but the new 
Compugraphics 
are 
photo- 


graphic, putting the type image 
on sensitized photo paper In a 
light-tight cassette, which is 
later opened to develop out the 
finished galley of type. 


The switch-over to computer- 


ized typesetting is expected to 
be made with the arrival of the 
first Compugraphlc, a single- 
magazine model, the last of 
April, the two-magazine machine 
arriving in June. The subscriber 
will recognize the switch-over 
when boldface bylines and sub- 
titles suddenly appear in 9 pt 
body type. The Just<OWriters, 
like any typewriter, are limited 
to a single type face and there- 
fore can't accomodate boldface, 
using capital-letter lines instead. 


The two Compugraphics, on the 


other hand, will offer six type 
faces, plus boldface and Italics.
